Lick trust, organized in 187!>, luib come 
to an end. With the payment of $181,- 
000 by tho Fair catato to tbe trustees 
yesterday the last act of tho judiciary 
agents of old Jnuies Lick was accom- 
plished. All that now remains for tho 
trustees to do is to get tho court s in- 
structions for turning over to tho residu- 
ary legatees tho funds on hand and se- 
curo tho judicial decree for their dis- 
charge. The Society of California l'io- 
iwora and tho Academy of Sciences, tho 
residuary legatees specified by James 
Lick in the original trust deed, will rc- 
ceivu $1100,000 each. Of this $200,000 is 
n cash, the balance beiug in mortgages. 
The receipts of the tiust have beun 
ibout $5,000,000 from sales of real estate, 
stocks and bonds and the collection of 
rents. Lick's trust deed bequeathed 
(;l,illl,UOO worth of property for various 
objects.
